The radioactive form can 
be 


traced by the signal they "broad- 
cast" and these signals can be de- 
tected by delicate instruments.

rect treatment—similar to the-ra- 
diations from X-ray or radium. 


• Dr. Paul C. Aebersold, chief, and 
Dr. Nathan H. Woodruff, a mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion's radiosotopes division at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., put the situation in 
focus this way:

all this with a touch of tarnish on 
his halo. It does seem —and we 
apologize if we misjudge him —that

rect treatment—similar to the-ra- 
diations from X-ray or radium. 


• Dr. Paul C. Aebersold, chief, and 
Dr. Nathan H. Woodruff, a mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion's radiosotopes division at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., put the situation in 
focus this way:

Patients in the acute slage of

farm real /estate r prices hold here 
(wo months ago a't'thc direction of 
President Truman. The chief exec- 
utive expressed fear that a contin- 
uing land boom would bring dis- 
aster to farmers and credit inslitu- 
Lions. 


The conference urged buyers to 


use more caution in paying inflated 
prices and recommended that cred- 
itors adopt tighter loan policies.

that the volume of farm sales at in- 
flated prices during the past year 
was the highest of record.

She found it 
"all right for around a post but 
not for rugged wear in the Arc- 
tic " 
The expedition probably was the 
best fed in history. The Army Air

vegetables. These Mrs. Washburn 
cooked in pressure cookers over 
a-gasoline stove. Despite the moun- 
tain climbing, all members of the 
expedition gained weight.

tain climbers! Seven years ago they 
honeymooned on an Alaskan moun- 
tain. 'This year they had an an- 
niversary party high on Mt Mc- 
Kinley and served ice cream and

However, the government applies 


a strict interpretation. The expense 
must be both ordinary and neces- 
sary, and the type of .business, its 
customs and the size of the .ex- 
penditure make a lot of difference. 


"It all depends upon the circum- 
stances," the bureau said. 


Income tax returns are confiden- 


tial. They are open only to state 
tax officials, 
congressional com- 
mittees dealing with taxation and 
to other committees which can get 
an executive order from the presl 
c-ent giving-them access to the rec- 
ords. 


Both individuals and corporations 


can claim entertainment deductions 
which come under the head of bus- 
iness expenses. Individuals must 
make an itemized return, however, 
whereas corporations can list en- 
tertainment as a lump sum —until 
it is challenged. The difference in 
procedure is due to the fact that 
corporate returns are 
far 
more 


complex and many other items are 
of far more significance in terms 
of revenue.

bought at inflated prices. 


The latest warning on land prices 


was issued by 
a 
conference 
on 


farm real /estate r prices hold here 
(wo months ago a't'thc direction of 
President Truman. The chief exec- 
utive expressed fear that a contin- 
uing land boom would bring dis- 
aster to farmers and credit inslitu- 
Lions. 


The conference urged buyers to 


use more caution in paying inflated 
prices and recommended that cred- 
itors adopt tighter loan policies. 


The department 
also 
reported 


that the volume of farm sales at in- 
flated prices during the past year 
was the highest of record. 


As has been its 
custom 
since 


early in the war, the department 
report said there is 
danger 
that 
some farmers may have difficulty 
in 
meeting 
mortgage 
payments 


and other fixed 
obligations once 


farm commodity prices have re- 
adjusted themselves from present 
abnormally high levels. 


The department said sharpest in- 


creases in land values during Ihe 
past four months was in Ihe wheat 
and livestock producing areas. 


The report showed that the pro- 


portion of farm loans by commer- 
cial banks and individuals contin- 
ued to increase. In 1941, for exam- 
ued lo increase. In 1941, for exam- 
ple, commercial banks made only 
12 percent of farm loans. The per- 
centage now is 27. The percentage 
made by government credit agen- 
cies had dropped from 14 to 7.

And 20,270 
feet up its icy side she provided 
the expedition with strawberry des- 
serts and kept in touch with her 
three children at home by radio. 


Mrs. Washburn spent 72 days on 
Mt. McKinley with the expedition, 
carried a 30-pound pack daily over 
giant glaciers without complaint, 
cooked and tested WAC clothing. 
The clothing provided the only 
basis for complaint. She found it 
"all right for around a post but 
not for rugged wear in the Arc- 
tic " 
The expedition probably was the 
best fed in history. The Army Air 
Force dropped them hundreds 
c>C 
pounds of i'resh-froxen fruits and 
vegetables. These Mrs. Washburn 
cooked in pressure cookers over 
a-gasoline stove. Despite the moun- 
tain climbing, all members of the 
expedition gained weight. 


Washburn. director of the Bos- 


ton Museum of Natural History, 
and his wife are veteran main- 
tain climbers! Seven years ago they 
honeymooned on an Alaskan moun- 
tain. 'This year they had an an-

American officials in Korea have 
advised Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall that there is 
little— 


if any—hope of 
reaching

nicnl with the Russians for bring- 
ing an end to American-Soviet di- 
vision of that country.

Marshall has quietly assumed re- 
sponsibility for all civil affairs 
in 


Korea.

Douglas Mac-Arthur—on all politi- 
cal, 
economic and cultural affairs. 


Bat his relationship with Mac-Ar- 
thur on military matters remains 
unchanged. 


This long-delayed step was the 


first toward transferring responsi- 
bility over civilian affairs in occu- 
pied areas from the War Depart- 
ment to 
the 
State 
Department. 


Eventually, it is hoped, Ihe army 
will be rid of all responsibilities in 
those areas except actual occupa- 
tion or policing duties.

Hughes claimed deductions for his 
entertainment spending is that sim- 
ple — "ordinary and necessary." 


However, the government applies 


a strict interpretation. The expense 
must be both ordinary and neces- 
sary, and the type of .business, its 
customs and the size of the .ex- 
penditure make a lot of difference. 


"It all depends upon the circum- 
stances," the bureau said. 


Income tax returns are confiden- 


tial. They are open only to state 
tax officials, 
congressional com- 
mittees dealing with taxation and 
to other committees which can get 
an executive order from the presl 
c-ent giving-them access to the rec- 
ords. 


Both individuals and corporations 


can claim entertainment deductions 
which come under the head of bus- 
iness expenses. Individuals must 
make an itemized return, however, 
whereas corporations can list en- 
tertainment as a lump sum —until 
it is challenged. The difference in 
procedure is due to the fact that 
corporate returns are 
far 
more 


complex and many other items are 
of far more significance in terms 
of revenue.

tial. They are open only to state 
tax officials, 
congressional com- 
mittees dealing with taxation and 
to other committees which can get 
an executive order from the presl 
c-ent giving-them access to the rec- 
ords. 


Both individuals and corporations 


can claim entertainment deductions 
which come under the head of bus- 
iness expenses. Individuals must 
make an itemized return, however, 
whereas corporations can list en- 
tertainment as a lump sum —until 
it is challenged.

President Truman. The chief exec- 
utive expressed fear that a contin- 
uing land boom would bring dis- 
aster to farmers and credit inslitu- 
Lions. 


The conference urged buyers to 


use more caution in paying inflated 
prices and recommended that cred- 
itors adopt tighter loan policies.

that the volume of farm sales at in- 
flated prices during the past year 
was the highest of record.

Yesterday Britain's socialist con- 
trolled House of Commons— inte- 
gral part of the "mother of Parlia- 
ments" and wacth-dog for the lit- 
tle man's Bill of Rignts—adopted 
a measure that places in the hands 
of the government emergency pow- 
ers which democracies 
associate 


with.the emergencies of war-time.

The Nationaltist 
government 
seems to be losing the civil war, 
and losing it fast. The facts behind 
the situation are familiar. Amer- 
ican observers, whatever their po- 
litical sympathies-,- agree almost 
unanimously that the Chiang reg- 
ime is a corrupt, inefficient dic- 
tatorship. The economy is tottering 
from inflation. Tho people arc hun- 
gry, and there is much popular 
support of the Communists. 


America is stuck with that reg- 


ime and that situation. It may b2 
too late for the Chiang govern- 
ment to do any effective reorgan- 
izing, even if the inclination is 
there. Yet the American govern- 
ment must try to bolster that to- 
talitarian, 
graft-ridden 
clique. 


Otherwise .communism will almost 
curely impose itself on a country 
with more than three limes our 
popualtion. 


America's position in China is 


only one painful example of the 
embarrassing spot \ve have been 
in since the war. As the chief 
bulwark against world communism, 
America is compelled to accept 
and support some political bcd-fc'l- 
lows almost as distasteful, though 
not as dangerous, as the Soviets. 


We are backing reactionary, un- 


democratic governments in Greecs 
and Turkey ,as well as in China. 
For 
the sake of - hemisphere dic- 


tatorships whose policies are most 
unsavory and un-American. 


Even iii the Indonesian fighting 


America finds hereslf, as champion 
of Europe's non-Communist - gov- 
ernments, 
up indirectly with 


a government whose present acti- 
vies 
bear a distressing 
resem- 


blance to the Fascist war against 
Ethiopia. 


The unhappy truth is that 
the 


American-type government which 
guarantees individual rights 
and 


freedoms is a pretty scarce item 
in the world today. That type of 
government will not, by war 
or 


treachery, force its way of life on 
another country. • 


So, in opposing the spread 
of 


Communism by force, the United 
States cannot always guarantee 
something in its place that is very 
much better. About the only tactic 
it has in such a situation is to 
require that certain conditions ot 
reform be met 
before 
financial 
assistance is given. 


That, -presumably, is the tactic 


that General Wedemeyer is using 
in China now. Its effectiveness is 
limited in comparison with Com- 
munist methods. But that is no 
reason why it cannot be 
used 


wherever conditions crquire it. Mos- 
cow calls it dollar diplomacy. Yet 
that should not blind the people 
whom it benefits to the fact that it 
really is an instrumont for dis- 
seminatinng the priceless enjoy- 
ment of human freedom.
